(New) The method of claim 4 wherein the 
granulocyte colony- stimulating factor is administered without 
any other agent for regenerating S-cells in pancreatic 
Langerhans' islets . 

25. (New) The method o claim 7 wherein the 
granulocyte colony-simulating factor is administered without 
any other agent for preventing cell disruption in pancreatic 
Langerhans ' islets . 
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
